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COMMISSIONERS BUY GARBAGE TRUCK 


“Horse Trading’ Cuts $2500 From Bid 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion held a special called 
meeting on Tuesday, January 
31, at the courthouse in Elba; 
and after some ‘old-fashioned 
horse trading,” voted una- 
nimously to purchase a new 
23 cubic yeard capacity gar- 
bage truck from Truxmore, 
Inc, 

The meeting began at 10 
o’elock Tuesday morning with 
all commissioners present, al- 
ong with Probate Judge James 
L. Sawyer and County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins, ‘ 

‘The commission greeted a 
delegation of various garbage 
truck dealers, and listened as 
the dealers made a final sales 
pitch for their product, The 
commission then asked the 
dealers to wait outside the 
meeting room while the bids 
were reevaluated, 

The commissioners agreed 
that only one bid met the spe- 
cifications required for a large 
garbage truck, but they hesi- 
tated at awarding the contract 
because it meant going out of 
Coffee County to purchase the 
vehicle. 

Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham suggested purchasing 
two small garbage trucks ins- 
tead of one small truck, and 
one large truck, ‘We could 
use the two small trucks for 
a while,” said Beckham, ‘‘and 
if they don’t work, then we 
can buy a large truck, We’d 


still have the extra small 
truck around if something hap- 
pened,”’ 

“We've planned on using 
the small truck on dirt roads 
and the big truck on paved 
roads,” stated Engineer Les- 
lie Mullins, ‘I’ve spent more 
time studying the matter than 
anyone, and I recommend buy- 
ing a large, side-loader gar- 
bage truck,” 

“We've discussed this mat- 
ter for a long time,” added 
Mullins, ‘‘and I’m convinced the 
right solution is to get one 
large and one small garbage 
truck,” 

The commissioners again 


cut the price by $2000. The 


expressed the opinion that they 
hated to buy equipment outside 
the county when it could be 
bought from a dealer within 
the county, 

“You've got to make up 
your mind, one way or ano- 
ther,’’ said Mullins, 

After a lengthy discussion, 
the commission yoted to ac- 
cept the bid from Truxmore 
if a negotiated price is ac- 
ceptable to the commission, 
The Truxmore representative 
reported that aithough the 
truck sold for $24,000 (bid 
price), he had received per- 
mission from the company to

Highway Dept. Plans 


New Pea River Bridge 


The Alabama Highway De- 
partment announces that work 
has begun on the relocation of 
Alabama 52 at Pea River west 
of Samson. The project is 
1.154 miles in length, includ- 
ing bridges and approaches. 

The River Bridge will be 
839 feet long and the Relief 
Bridge will be 204 feet long. 
Both bridges are to be 44 
feet wide. The roadway ap- 
proaches will be 44’ wide with 
24’ pavement, The roadway 
and bridges are to be con- 
structed to Federal Highway 
Primary Standards, 

W. B, Goodwyn, Inc., Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, is the Prime 
Contractor and several sub- 
contractors will also be work- 
ing on the project. It is esti- 
mated that the project will be 
completed by August 1, 1979. 

Traffic will be allowed to 
use the existing road by util- 
izing the old bridge and sev- 


eral detours which are to be 
built during construction, The 
contractor will provide and 
maintain at least one entrance 
to all residences and business 
establishments adjacent to and 
abutting the project highway at 
all times, 

Adequate advance warning 
signs, properly lighted and 
reflectorized will be main- 
tained at all times by the con- 
trator, and flagmen will also 
be provided; however, the 
traveling public is urged to
